Clay County Would Make A State Park 
Of Old Watkins Mill and Surroundings 


Church, School and Home Stand W ith Ancient Woolens Factory on Tract W hich 
W altus W atkins began Developing in 1839— Present Owner, From Texas, Is 
Enthusiastic About Fine Old House.

Sixty seven year ago the most 
'im portant industrial plant in Clay 
County, a mill which produced the 
finest woolens 
in 
all 
Northwest 
Missouri, was abruptly shut down 
and the doors bolted fast. Pages 
on the calendars were left unturn­ 
ed. 
Orders 
and 
correspondence 
were left unanswered on desks of 
the factory office. 
Competition from factory-m ade 
clothes apparently was hurting the 
m arket for hom em ade clothing m a 
terials and forced the closing of 
the mill just two years after the 
death of its founder, Waltus L. 
Watkins. The Watkins Mill closed 
for good and it has hardly been 
touched since 1886. 
The thought of such a factory 
being left undisturbed through the 
¡years has long fascinated history- 
minded Clay Countians. Periodical­ 
ly since the 1920s, groups have at- 
temped to get the Missouri General 
Assembly to appropriate funds to 
acquire the farm for a state park, 
always without success. 
Again the Clay County Histor­ 
ical society is stirring up agita­ 
tion to m ake a state park of the 
Watkins farm . This tim e they be- 
liev they will succeed. Both the 
county representative and state sen 
ator for Clay County have pledged 
that they will introduce appropria­ 
tion bills in the next session, and 
state park officials have offered 
their support. 
The property is in a rem ark- 
' able state of preservation, 
con- 
! sidering that all the buildings are 
around 100 years old. Besides the 
old mill, there is a m assive old 
brick home a unique 8-sided school 
building, sm oke house and church 
all built by Waltus Watkins. 
The W’atkins farm covers 1,600 
acres about 200 of which are still 
in virgin tim ber. It is situated in 
about eight miles northwest of E x­ 
celsior Springs two miles west of 
U. S. Highway No. 69 on a graveled 
ro ad . 
The original estate was about 
5.000 acres, established in 1938 by

W’atkins, a m an of French Huguen­ 
ot descent. He was born in 1806 and 
cam e to Liberty from Kentucky 
in 1832. In 1849, he sta rted a mill 
on the farm for grinding grist and 
flour a business which prospered 
from the start. Watkins soon built 
up a trade extending in radius of 
seventy-five miles.
